Dalhousie. Alleged 
posts on Facebook 
from dentistry students 
part of systemic 
problem, expert says

The executive director of Ava¬ 
lon Sexual Assault Centre says 
while the case of reported 
misogynistic comments 
posted online about students 
in the Dalhousie University 
dentistry program is disturb¬ 
ing, sexualized violence hap¬ 
pens with all ages and profes¬ 
sions and is a “serious social 
issue that we all are dealing 
with.” 

On Tuesday, Jackie Stevens 
said it was “veiy disturbing” 
to hear the university was in¬ 
vestigating allegations of sex¬ 
ually charged and offensive 


comments posted by dentistiy 
students on a Facebook page, 
condoning rape and targeting 
other female students. 

“There’s been lots of dis¬ 
cussion, there’s been legisla¬ 
tion ... there’s been initiatives 
put in place on university 
campuses to address these 
kinds of issues and yet it’s still 
continuing,” Stevens said. 

These students will soon be 
professionals working along¬ 
side the public, she added, so 
it’s a concern when they’re 
allegedly talking about “using 
drugs to commit sexual of¬ 
fences” and inciting violence 
against particular people in 
their classes. 

Stevens said excusing such 
comments as simply jokes or 
boys being boys is an attitude 
that keeps communities com¬ 
placent and “enables sexual¬ 
ized violence to continue.” 

She noted that many 
people look the other way 
because they don’t want to 
cause trouble or seem like 


they don’t have a sense of hu¬ 
mour, but that only perpetu¬ 
ates the idea it’s OK. 

“Why is it, because they’re 
women, that it’s OK and 
funny to talk about com¬ 
mitting sexualized violence 
against them? Why is it funny 
to have a rape chant?” Ste¬ 
vens asked, in reference to 
the Saint Mary’s University 
ffosh chant last year that put 
that Halifax university in the 
national headlines. 

Canada just marked the 25 
years that have passed since 
the Ecole Polytechnique mas¬ 
sacre, while Wednesday is the 
day to remember murdered 
sex workers, and there has 
yet to be an inquiiy into mis¬ 
sing and murdered aboriginal 
women, Stevens added. 

“This is not isolated,” she 
said. “This is a serious social 
issue that we are all dealing 
with, and so we all need to 
take it seriously.”

A fourth-year student at Dal¬ 
housie University says he’s 
heard presentations about 
rape culture as an athlete, 
but the alleged sexually vio¬ 
lent comments that were 
posted on Facebook from the 
school’s faculty of dentistry 
show all programs should get 
a similar talk. 

“It’s pretty disgusting, ac¬ 
tually,” Pookiel McCabe said 
on campus Tuesday. 

McCabe, who competes in 
track, said he’s heard a pres¬ 
entation on how rape is not 
an acceptable topic to joke 
about and “no means no,” but 



it’s still “very common” to 
hear other students making 
fun of sexual violence. 

“1 don’t think it’s normal 
or right,” he said. 

Kevin Bradley, another 
fourth-year student, said 


he was surprised to hear 
students in a professional 
program were reportedly in¬ 
volved with posting violent 
comments condoning rape, 
since it was something he 
would expect from a first- 


year undergrad. 

“1 actually thought that 
lately people were doing a 
pretty good job of (aware¬ 
ness),” Bradley said. “Lots of 
talks, but 1 guess not.” 

Another student, Tamsin 


Andrews, said she was glad to 
hear the university is looking 
into the allegations. 

Although some people on 
social media have said this 
incident involves a small 
group of men that don’t re¬

fleet on the whole school and 
shouldn’t face consequences 
because of a Facebook group, 
Andrews said it’s important 
to address the comments. 

“Even if it’s just students 
acting that way, they still 
have to take action for repre¬ 
senting the school,” she said. 

She said there could al¬ 
ways be more discussion 
around sexualized violence, 
but it’s good to see people 
bringing it up as less of a “ta¬ 
boo” subject. 

Mayor Mike Savage said it 
was “disappointing” to hear 
about the incident as both a 
father and mayor. 

“It’s disheartening that 
this happens.... It’s time that 
we should all know better,” 
he said Tuesday. “1 don’t have 
an answer to it.” 


University postpones dentistry exams 


The president of Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity says the school has been 
talking with dentistiy students 
involved with allegedly posting 
sexually violent comments to 
a Facebook page, and the pro¬ 
gram’s Christmas exams have 
been postponed until Januaiy. 

On Tuesday, Richard Flori- 
zone said the school is gather¬ 
ing information and looking at 


a range of options to deal with 
the allegations that male stu¬ 
dents in the faculty of dentistiy 
posted offensive comments on 
Facebook about women, in¬ 
cluding their classmates. 

“People are deeply dis¬ 
appointed and concerned,” he 
said following a meeting with 
deans at the school. “People 
find the language and the con¬ 


versation entirely unaccept¬ 
able.” 

Florizone said a complaint 
about the Facebook page, 
which has been taken down, 
came in during the past week 
and is being dealt with under 
their harassment pohey. 

Fourth-year exams in the 
faculty have been moved to 
Januaiy due to anxiety in the 


students because of the inci¬ 
dent, Florizone stated, and they 
are talking with the women 
featured on the page as well as 
those who used it. 

In the students’ code of con¬ 
duct, penalties for violating set 
behavioural expectations range 
from a warning to a suspension 
or expulsion.

Two men are facing charges 
and wih likely lose their vast 
cohection of firearms — val¬ 
ued at around $80,000 — after 
Halifax pohce say they found 
dozens of fuhy-loaded guns and 
rifles lying around a Fairview 
apartment. 

Members of the integrated 
Gims and Gangs unit searched 
the apartment and a vehicle on 
Main Avenue on Dec. 10 and 
seized 62 weapons — none of 
them stored properly. Ten more 
were seized during a search in 
Lantz on Dec. 12. 


“I’ve never been at a search 
before where we came across 
this many firearms,” said Gims 
and Gangs member Sgt. Mike 
Cecchetto at Hahfax Regional 
Pohce headquarters Tuesday. 
“This is the biggest seizure that 
I’ve been involved in.” 

Pohce laid out a sampling 
of the arsenal that a 21- and 27- 
year old man had accumulated, 
including handguns, shotguns, 
semi-automatic weapons and 
— most shockingly—a .50-cah- 
bre sniper rifle. 

“1 don’t know,” said Cec¬ 
chetto when asked what a cit¬ 
izen would use a sniper rifle 
for. “We wouldn’t have a range 
around here that you could use 
that .50-cahbre sniper rifle.” 


Cecchetto said the rmit re¬ 
ceived information that the 
two men had a “large number” 
of firearms in their possession, 
launching the investigation. 

In total, oflhcers seized 34 
handguns, 31 rifles and seven 
shotguns. 

Members of the National 
Weapons Enforcement Support 
Team are just beginning the 
long job of tracing every fire¬ 
arm to determine its origin, but 
so far ah that have been traced 
were purchased legally and 
were registered to the two men 
who were arrested. 

However, Cecchetto said of¬ 
ficers seized 62 chps from the 
Main Avenue apartment that 
had been modified illegally. 


“Most of the time, there’s a 
pin in there which would only 
ahow you to have five bullets,” 
said Cecchetto, holding a bul¬ 
ging bag full of chps and bul¬ 
lets. “You can take the pin out 
and then you can fill the chp.” 

The two men arrested have 
no criminal records and aren’t 
known to pohce. Between that 
and the careful paperwork, Cec¬ 
chetto said investigators don’t 
beheve they were using the 
guns for criminal purposes or 
planning to sell them. 

However, he said it’s asking 
for trouble to leave so many 
high-powered weapons un¬ 
secured in one place. 

“If someone knew that ah 
these firearms were inside an 
apartment, that’s a safety issue 
for us,” said Cecchetto, adding 
that pohce wih seek a court 
order to have the weapons de¬ 
stroyed. 

The two men arrested wih 
appear in Hahfax provincial 
court on jan. 20.

sign, has been criticized as dis¬ 
criminatory against gays and 
lesbians. 

Casey said the court should 
overturn the law society’s regu¬ 
lation on the grounds that it in¬ 
fringes on the future students’ 
charter rights of freedom of 
rehgion, freedom of expression 
and freedom of association in 
particular. 

He said Judge Jamie Camp¬ 
bell has to decide whether 
those rights are in conflict with 
the right of individuals not 
to face discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation. 

Casey said there is no con¬ 
flict because the law society has 
failed to produce any evidence 
that the proposed law school 


would harm anyone in N.S. 

“A decision made without 
evidence is an unreasonable 
decision,” he said. 

As well, Casey said it’s im¬ 


portant to remember the Char¬ 
ter of Rights and Freedoms 
doesn’t apply to private institu¬ 
tions or any university, for that 
matter. He said the courts have 


also afiirmed that rehgious 
groups have the right to ex¬ 
clude others in their eflbrts to 
define themselves.

Man dies 
during arrest 

The Serious Incident Re¬ 
sponse Team in Nova Scotia 
is investigating after a resi¬ 
dent of a special care home 
died Tuesday as police 
attempted to arrest him.

ty. Bail hearing begins for 
d of running Ponzi scheme 


A man accused of bilking 
more than $4 million out of 
investors through a company 
that once had an office in 
Windsor will remain in cus¬ 
tody until his bail hearing re¬ 
sumes Friday. 

Former Hants County resi¬ 
dent Quintin Earl Sponagle, 
50, appeared in Windsor prov¬ 
incial court on Tuesday for 
the beginning of a bail hear¬ 
ing that had been postponed 
on Nov. 28, Dec. 2 and Dec. 5. 

After a lengthy discussion 
on whether or not Sponagle is 
ordinarily a citizen of Canada, 
Judge Alan Tufts ultimately 
agreed to grant the Crown’s 
request for a reverse onus bail 
hearing. 

“ft is the Crown’s position 
that given that Mr. Sponagle 
has resided outside of the 
countiy of Canada for the last 
eight years ... that he’s not or¬ 
dinarily a resident in Canada 
and that’s a provision that 
imposes reverse onus under 
the Criminal Code,” said prov¬ 
incial Crown attorney Rick 
Hartlen, in an interview fol¬ 
lowing the adjournment of 
Sponagle’s bail hearing. 

“We felt that it was direct-

ly on point and that’s why we 
urged the court to reverse the 
normal onus, which all that 
means is that the burden is 
on Mr. Sponagle to show that 
his release pending trial is jus¬ 
tified in the circumstances.” 

Hartlen is opposing Spon¬ 
agle’s release on the grounds 
that the accused has already 
demonstrated his ability to 
fiee Canada, and take up resi¬ 
dency in a foreign countiy. 

“We are veiy much op¬ 
posed to Mr. Sponagle’s re¬ 
lease in the sense that there’s 
not been put forward a plan 
for his release which satisfies 
our concerns,” said Hartlen, 


The charges 


Sponagle was recently 
extradited from the Repub¬ 
lic of Panama, where he 
was arrested in 2013, and 
brought back to Nova Sco¬ 
tia to face three counts of 
fraud over $5,000 and one 
count of theft over $5,000. 

• It is alleged Sponagle, 
former head of the 
Windsor-based Jabez 
Financial Services Inc., 
fled to Central America 
in 2006 — the same year 
the Nova Scotia Secur¬ 
ities Commission was 
investigating complaints 
from investors involved 
with Jabez Financial.

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Aquaculture. Report calls 
for rethink of fish farmii^ 


A new report by two legal 
experts recommends an over¬ 
haul of Nova Scotia’s aquacul¬ 
ture regulations but doesn’t 
call for a ban on fish farms. 

Instead, law professors 
Meinhard Doelle and Bill La- 
hey of Dalhousie University 
recommend shaping an in- 
dustiy that has a low impact 
on tire environment and a 
high economic value. 

“Nova Scotia’s economy 
calls for a policy approach 
that addresses the risks 
through responsible develop¬ 
ment and robust regulation 
rather than prohibition,” says 
the report released Tuesday. 

But the report says fish 
farming should only be al¬ 
lowed in coastal waters that 
are suitable. It goes on to 
recommend a classification 
system of areas that are gen¬ 
erally suitable for the indus- 
tiy, those that have potential 
and areas that are generally 
unsuitable for fish farms. 

The classification of an 
area would determine how li¬ 
cence applications are evalu¬ 
ated and the likelihood of 
their approval. It would also 
play a central role in deter¬ 
mining the terms and condi-

tions of a licence. 

The report says its find¬ 
ings are based on the avail¬ 
able science and addresses 
“legitimate concerns” by 
environmentalists and some 
community groups without 
shutting down the industiy. 

The report was welcomed 
by the Halifax-based Ecol¬ 
ogy Action Centre, although 
spokesman Raymond Plourde 
said he was disappointed 
it doesn’t call for in-water, 
open-net farming pens to be 
phased out. 

“We believe it is a funda¬ 
mentally flawed model,” said 
Plourde, whose group would 
rather see farming in closed 
pens or in land-based tanks to 
decrease pollution from fish

Veterans. Mom should get 
Silver Cross to honour son 


The mother of a Canadian sol¬ 
dier who was sent a one-penny 
government cheque after her 
son killed himself following 
a tour of duty in Afghanistan 
deserves a Memorial Cross, sup¬ 
porters say in a new petition. 

They say it is unfair for mil- 
itaiy authorities to refuse to 
award Denise Stark the medal 

— often called the Silver Cross 

— for what they see as the ser¬ 
vice-related loss of Cpl. Justin 
Stark, 22, who was a reserve sol¬ 
dier who served a seven month 
deployment to Afghanistan. 

In October 2011,10 months 
after his return to Canada, he 
killed himself at the John Weir 
Foote Armouries in Hamilton. 

"It would be a sense of a 
closure, which we don’t have, 
knowing that Justin’s service 
would be recognized — a rec¬ 
ognition that 1 feel is long over¬ 
due," Stark told The Canadian 
Press Tuesday. 



"It’s time for the govern¬ 
ment to step up and just do the 
right thing." 

The petition calls on Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper, De¬ 
fence Minister Rob Nicholson, 
and Veterans Affairs Minister 
Julian Fantino to intervene in 
what they caU the "gross injus¬ 
tices" perpetrated on the family. 

A board of inquiiy con¬ 
cluded in March that his tour 
in Afghanistan did not cause 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD), which contributed to 
his suicide, the Canadian press 


Medical pot. Feds lose bid 
to limit powing at home 


The Conservative government 
has lost its latest attempt to pre¬ 
vent medical marijuana users 
from growing pot at home, 
with the Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peal upholding an injunction 
that exempted patients from a 
massive overhaul of the system. 

New rules were introduced 
this year prohibiting home¬ 
growing and instead shifted 
production to commercial 
operations, but a ^oup of pa¬ 
tients is challenging that re¬ 
gime in a case expected to be 
heard in 2015. 


A Federal Court judge issued 
an injunction in the spring al¬ 
lowing authorized patients to 
continue to grow and possess 
marijuana until their case is 
resolved. The government ap¬ 
pealed, but the Appeal Court 
unanimously upheld the in- 
jrmction on Monday. 

As of last year, nearly 
38,000 Canadians had received 
authorization under the old sys¬ 
tem; most chose to grow their 
own marijuana rather than buy 
it from the federal government.

The restaurant-bar at ground 
zero of the deadly train de¬ 
railment and explosion that 
killed 47 people in Quebec in 
July 2013 is back in business. 

The Musi-Cafe quietly 
opened its doors to the public 
in Lac-Megantic on Monday, 
about 400 metres from the 
original site. 

Owner Yannick Gagne said 
only three of his original em¬ 
ployees have returned to work 
with him at his new estabhsh- 
ment. 

“One of them is my chef, a 
friend,” he told The Canadian 
Press in a phone interview. 

“1 have a girl who worked 
for me for three or four years 
— she’s coming back — and 
one of my good friends, Karine 
Blanchette, will handle all the 
artists who will come here.” 

At the time of the disaster, 
Blanchette told reporters two 
children were left orphans 
after one of her friends died in 
the tragedy. 

Many of the 47 victims 


were inside the Musi-Cafe 
when a runaway oil-tanker 
train rolled off the tracks and 
exploded in the heart of the 
town. 

Gagne lost three workers 
in the blast and about a doz¬ 
en have decided not to come 
back to work with him. 

He now has a staff of about 
20, which is five more employ¬ 
ees than before. 

Gagne also said that on 
Monday, not a lot of people 
showed up during the mor¬ 
ning and that there was also a 
small crowd at lunch. 

He added he beheves the 
locals probably assumed the 
new place would be crowded. 


Gagne, who had financing 
problems in the past, said the 
new restaurant-bar will cost 
$1.5 million when all the bills 
are finally paid. 

But he is getting financial 
help. 

“We have had confirma¬ 
tion that the federal govern¬ 
ment will be there to help us,” 
he said. 

“The provincial govern¬ 
ment has provided a loan, a 
financial bridge (and) we’ll be 
able to finish the project and 
pay everybody.” 

Gagne is planning an of¬ 
ficial “red carpet and cham¬ 
pagne” opening in February.

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Taliban kills 
141 at school 
in Pakistan 


Peshawar. Deadly 
attack at military-run 
school being claimed 
by a group called 
Tehreek-e-Taliban 


Taliban gunmen stormed a 
militaiy-run school in the 
northwestern Pakistani city of 
Peshawar on Tuesday, kiUing 
141 people, mostly children, be¬ 
fore Pakistani oflBcials declared 
a militaiy operation to clear the 
school over. 

The overwhelming major¬ 
ity of the victims were students 
at the school, which instructs 
grades 1 through 10. Pakistani 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif 
condemned the assault and 
rushed to Peshawar to show his 
support for the victims. 

As darkness feU on the area, 
officials said they had cleared 
the school of militants. 

A Pakistani militaiy spokes¬ 
man, Asim Bajwa, said 141 
people died in the attack —132 
children and nine staff mem¬ 
bers. He declared the operation 
over and said the area had been 
cleared. An additional 121 stu¬ 
dents and three staff members 
were wounded. 

He said seven attackers, all 
wearing explosives vests, aU 
died in the assault. It was not 
immediately clear if the mil¬ 
itants were aU killed by the 
soldiers or whether they blew 
themselves up, he said. 

Bajwa described an assault 
that seemed desired purely 
to terrorize the children rather

than take anyone hostage to 
further the militant group’s 
aims.

The attack, claimed by the 
Tehreek-e-Tahban, a Pakistani 
militant group tiying to over¬ 
throw the government, sent 
the wounded flooding to hos¬ 
pitals. 

A Tahban spokesman said 
suicide bombers carried out the 
attack to avenge killings of Tali¬ 
ban members by Pakistan. 

The scene of the attack is 
part of a network of schools 
run by the Pakistani mihtaiy 
around the country. The stu¬ 
dent body is made up of both 
children of mihtaiy personnel 
as well as civihans. 

A government official, Javed 
Khan, said most of the students 
appeared to be civihans rather 
than children of army staff. 
However, analysts said the mil¬ 
itants likely targeted the school 
because of its mihtaiy connec¬ 
tions.

Cafe siege a ‘sick fantasy*: Aussie PM 


Horror over a deadly siege 
transformed into anger Tues¬ 
day as leaders of a grieving na¬ 
tion demanded to know how 
a man with a violent criminal 
history slipped through the 
cracks and ended up in the 
downtown Sydney cafe where 
he took 17 people hostage. 

The 16-hour siege ended 
in a barrage of gunfire and 
screams early Tuesday mor¬ 
ning when pohce stormed into 
the Lindt Chocolat Cafe in a 


desperate bid to free the hos¬ 
tages. 

Two of the hostages were 
killed, as was the gunman, 
Man Haron Monis, a 50-year- 
old Iranian-bom, self-styled 
cleric described by Austraha’s 
prime minister as a deeply dis¬ 
turbed person carrying out a 
“sick fantasy.” 

“How can someone who has 
had such a long and checkered 
history not be on the appropri¬ 
ate watch hst? And how can 


someone like that be entirely 
at large in the community?” 
Prime Minister Tony Abbott 
asked at a news conference. 
“These are questions we need 
to look at carefully and calmly 
and methodically. That’s what 
we’ll be doing in the days and 
weeks ahead.” 

Monis was convicted and 
sentenced last year to 300 
hours of community service 
for sending what a judge called 
“grossly offensive” letters to 


famihes of soldiers killed in 
Afghanistan between 2007 and 
2009. He later was charged 
with being an accessory to the 
murder of his ex-wife. Earher 
this year, he was charged with 
the 2002 sexual assault of a 
woman. He had been out on 
bail on all charges. 

“We need to ensure that 
everything is done to learn 
from this,” said New South 
Wales Premier Mike Baird said.

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More privacy for app 
users: Commissioner

valuable than sales

On Tuesday, Canada’s privaq/^ 
commissioner added his voice 
to a growing chorus asking 
mobile app stores to highlight 
how developers use data col¬ 
lected from customers. 

Federal privacy commis¬ 
sioner Daniel Therrien was 
among 23 signatories to an 
open letter sent to seven app 
marketplaces, including Goo¬ 
gle Play and the Apple App 
Store. The letter urged mer¬ 
chants to make it mandatory 
for developers that sell apps in 
their stores to include links to 
their privacy pohcies. 

“Links to privacy pohcies 
on the app marketplace ap¬ 
pear to be optional, but we 



think developers that collect 
personal information should 
be required to provide a hnk,” 
Therrien said in a release. 
“Without this information, it’s 
difficult for individuals to pro¬ 
vide meaningful consent.” 

A recent study by Ther- 
rien’s office found 85 per 
cent of mobile apps failed to 
explain adequately how they 
collect, use and share data col¬ 
lected from users. 

“Developers are asking 
for information they have no 
real business accessing,” said 


Christopher Parsons, a post¬ 
doctoral fellow at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto’s Citizen Lab. 
“If a flashhght app is asking 
to read your SMS messages, 
that’s a step too far.” 

According to Parsons, 
many app developers partici¬ 
pate in a “grey market” of per¬ 
sonal information. 

“The value is not in selling 
apps,” he said. “The value is in 
collecting information about 
individuals and then turning 
around and selling it to third 
parties.” 

Requiring developers to 
include privacy plans along¬ 
side their apps “is a step in the 
right direction,” Parsons said, 
but many policies are writ¬ 
ten in “boilerplate legalese,” 
meaning even if they’re avail¬ 
able, many consumers won’t 
be able to interpret them. 

“What commissioners 
could do is say that if you’re 
going to develop a privacy 
pohcy... you should be provid¬ 
ing a simple, accessible ver¬ 
sion of what you’re doing,” he 
said.

SELFIES IN A TIME OF TRAGEDY 


It’s a predidabie scenario: A tragic situation occurs, such as this week’s hostage crisis in Sydney. Someone takes a seifie. Public outrage follows. But as Metro’s Andrew Fifield writes, 
our discomfort with the seifie in times of trouble may have more to do with us than it does with some inherent moral failure of those who take the images

Events such as this week’s tra¬ 
gedy in a Sydney cafe unfold in 
a depressingly familiar way 

Reports trickle out that 
something awful maybe hap¬ 
pening, but details are scarce, 
so we turn to social media for 
witnesses and those affected to 
fill in the gaps. 

That’s when the disaster 
selfies inevitably appear. 

Some of the seifie snappers 
flash radiant smiles. Some of 
them look sufficiently solemn. 
All of them are criticized for 
making a mockery of tragedy, 
and that criticism is often off 
the mark. 

Much of that criticism 
takes root in a misunderstand¬ 
ing that many, primarily older, 
people have about the selfie’s 
relatively recent rise, namely 
that it’s an inherently vain and 
narcissistic act. 

That’s absurd. Selfies are 
snapped for a laundry list of 
reasons: sharing a new shirt 
with friends, a wry reaction to 
the news, a quick self-esteem 
boost or a self-deprecating gag. 
And, yes, sometimes ego. 

V\^atever the reasons be¬ 
hind their creation, selfies 
have diffused into our always- 
changing culture. And many 
people are more comfortable 



accepting a stereotype of a self- 
absorbed generation with few 
goals outside of serial frivolity 
than they are with accepting 
that culture dares a shift with¬ 
out checking in with them 
first. 

The former camp is home 
to the loudest voices con¬ 
demning disaster selfies. If one 
already holds a viewthat self¬ 
ies are little more than a self- 
administered ego stroke, that 
sticks to the image itself The 
preconceived notions of the 
person viewing it colour the 
motivations of the person who 
took it. 

Strip away the emotion and 
what you have are witnesses 
capturing an event unfolding 
before their eyes. By putting 
themselves in the frame, 
they’re providing an index. 
They’re documenting their 
lives, just as they always do— 
except this time, their lives 
overlap with a painful public 
event and when an informa¬ 
tion-starved media outlet picks 
it up, they’re condemned for 
seeking a level of attention 
they never asked for. 

Of course, there is a conver¬ 
sation to be had about taste, 
and rebukes aimed at more 
gleeful subjects are well- 
earned. And of course, some 
disaster seifie subjects may one 
day feel ashamed. Some of 
them may apologize. A few of 


them may even mean it. 

But the instant anger and 
its accompanying judgment of 
the photographer’s intention 
are unfair and can promote the 
harm critics say they’re trying 
to prevent. 

Consider this: Every au¬ 
tumn, a certain generation de¬ 
votes a chunk of November to 
mourning the loss of an assas¬ 
sinated US. president. Within 
that chunk is much misty rem¬ 
iniscence about where they 
were, who they were with, 
how they reacted... even what 
they were wearing. The vast 
maj ority of them were no¬ 
where near the shots. They’re 
inserting themselves into the 
event. 

Sound familiar? People 
vividly illustrating scenes of 
public trauma while putting 
themselves in the frame? The 
biggest difference is they’re 
relying on memory—the only 
ubiquitous documentary tool 
available at the time. 

It’s a seifie without the 
technology. 

Are those people simply re¬ 
laying their views of history, as 
witnessed? Or are they repre¬ 
sentative of an irreparably nar¬ 
cissistic generation clinging to 
dwindling shreds of an era 
when culture put them front 
and centre? 

There could be a lot to learn 
by answering that question.

The release of The Hobbit: 
The Battle of the Five Annies 
brings Peter Jackson’s trilogy 
to a close, and marks the end 
of a hfe immersed in Middle 
Earth for the actors. For sev¬ 
eral of the cast, it was a years- 
long journey, and like any trip 
it’s nice to pick up a souvenir 
as a keepsake. 

According to director 
Peter Jackson, the actor who 
played the exiled dwarf king 
Thorin stole “the most boring 
thing in the world to steal,” 
from the set of the penultim¬ 
ate film. The Desolation of 
Smaug: socks. 

“1 did steal eveiy single 
pair of costume socks,” said 
Richard Armitage, “because 
we were given a brand new 



pair every day.” 

As production on The 
Battle of the Five Armies 
wrapped, Armitage was gifted 
with some more interesting 
props including the deadly 
goblin cleaver Orcrist, which 
he keeps in an umbrella 
stand, “’cause 1 want to be 
able to pick it up.” 

Martin Freeman, who plays 
head Hobbit Bilbo Baggins, 


says he doesn’t miss making 
the films — “Fm really proud 
to have done it,” he says, “and 
I’m really glad to have done it, 
but 1 rarely miss jobs” — but 
kept his sword and prosthetic 
ears as mementos. 

Unhke Freeman, Sir Ian 
McKellen does get sentimental 
when he reflects on making 
the movies because, “a lot of 
the audience seeing The Hob¬ 


bit Part Three wouldn’t have 
been bom when we started 
filming it.” After spending 
13 years playing wise wizard 
Gandalf the Grey, he took 
two priceless props from the 
set, “Gandalf’s staff, which 1 
keep with umbrellas and walk¬ 
ing sticks, and Gandalf s hat, 
which 1 keep in the basement.” 

Many actors have pilfered 
props from their movies. Kei- 


ra Knightley walked off with 
Elizabeth Bennefs striped 
socks from Pride & Prejudice. 
Elijah Wood has the One Ring 
from Lord of the Rings and 
Daniel Radcliffe hberated two 
pairs of Hariy Potter’s famous 
round glasses, even though 
there was a strict policy about 
taking props from the set. 

‘The ones from the first 
film are absolutely tiny now,” 
he says, “but they are veiy 
sweet.” 

Kristen Stewart kept the 
engagement ring Edward 
Gullen gave her at the end of 
Twilight: Eclipse, and Zachary 
Quinto took the ears he wore 
as Spock in Star Trek: Into 
Darkness, but the strangest 
cinematic souvenir may be¬ 
long to Mark Wahlberg. 

The Academy Award 
nominee kept the prosthetic 
penis he wore as Dirk Diggler 
in Boogie Nights. “1 used to 
keep it in my desk drawer,” he 
said, “and I’d take it out and 
slap my friends in the face 
with it. 1 don’t keep many 
things from my movies, but 
that just seemed to have per¬ 
sonal significance.”

Cuba. Hop on a Harley 
and write your own 
Motorcycle Diaries

The youngest son of Cuban 
revolutionaiy Che Guevara has 
opened an agency ofiering two- 
wheel tours of the Caribbean 
island nation on Harley-David- 
sons, in a nod to his father’s 
passion for motorcycles. 

The Marxist guerrilla’s 
storied motorbike journey 
through South America was 
immortalized in the 2004 film 
Motorcycle Diaries, directed by 
Brazil’s Walter SaUes and star¬ 
ring Mexican actor Gael Garcia 
Bernal. The trip, spanning from 
December 1951 to July 1952, 
took the 23-year-old revolution- 
aiy through Argentina, Chile, 
Colombia, Pern and Venezuela. 

Now, Ernesto Guevara 
wants to honour his father’s 
famous ride by giving visitors to 
Cuba a unique trip through the 
cormtiy on Harley-Davidson 
motorcycles.

Itineraries give visitors a 
gHmpse of “the varied land¬ 
scapes of this beautiful island,”

Ernesto, who is also a lawyer. 

The company promises a 
luxuiy visit, including stays at 
five-star hotels and a visit to 
Che’s mausoleum. 

“We wiU make your trip 
a unique experience, an un¬ 
forgettable memoir. We will 


personally take care of eveiy 
detail during your journey,” the 
website says. 

The company’s name comes 
from Che’s own moniker for 
the British Norton 500 motor¬ 
bike he rode through South 
America with Argentine com¬ 
panion Alberto Granado. That 
trip left a strong impression on 



the young guerrilla, who was 
preparing to graduate from 
medical school at the time. 

The tour company goes to 
lengths to emphasize its revolu- 
tionaiy roots. One of the guides 
is Camilo Sanchez — son of Cu¬

Once considered so exotic 
that you could almost stop 
traffic by driving one, gas- 
electric hybrids are now com¬ 
monplace. And while cars like 
Toyota’s Prius still scream, 
“Em a hybrid!” there are now 
many conventional-looking 
versions, including the Camry 
Hybrid. 

Both the Camiy and Camry 


Hybrid have been extensively 
updated for 2015, with new 
interior and exterior styl¬ 
ing that is a considerable 
improvement on the previous 
bland design, plus tweaks to 
the suspension for better ride 
and handling. 

The Camry Hybrid uses a 
2.5-litre four-cylinder engine 
that’s mated to an electric mo¬ 
tor and an automatic, continu¬ 
ously variable transmission 
(CVT) that contains belts and 
pulleys instead of gears. 

The system seamlessly 
switches between gasoline- 
only operation, electric-only, 
or a combination of the two, 
depending on what’s needed 
at the time. 

And you don’t plug it in. In¬ 
stead, the battery recharges by 


capturing the energy generat¬ 
ed when you’re slowing down. 

When you come to a stop, 
the gasoline engine shuts off, 
so you’re not using fuel or cre¬ 
ating emissions while waiting 
for the light to change. Don’t 
worry: The climate control, 
stereo, lights, and other essen¬ 


tials stay on. 

The Camry Hybrid comes in 
three trim lines, starting with 
the LE at $28,410 and going up 
to my top-line tester, the XLE, 
at $34,500. That’s $3,710 more 
than the conventional four- 
cylinder XLE, and as with any 
hybrid, it will take a while to 


make up the difference in fuel 
savings. Combined ratings for 
the four-cylinder Camry are 
8.4 L/100, while the hybrid is 
rated at 5.9. 

Overall, the Camry’s 
improvements are impressive: 
It drives better, with quicker 
steering response. And while 
the hybrid’s ride is a little 
harsher than its gas sibling, 
it’s still comfortable. 

The interior is roomy (al¬ 
though the battery chews up 
some of the trunk space), and 
the XLE throws in such up¬ 
scale features as navigation, 
heated leather seats, and a 
blind-spot monitor.

The people with big brains 
and lab coats are busier than 
ever, exploring some pretty 
freaky territory. 

Let’s take a look at three 
notable areas of explora¬ 
tion, each of which could 
apply to the automobile and 
transportation scene. 

Super-thin graphene 

About 10 years ago, scien¬ 
tists discovered a new form 
of carbon graphite, which 
they called graphene. 

It is the world’s thinnest 
known material — exactly 
one atom thick. It’s also 200 
times stronger than steel 
and the world’s best con¬ 
ductor of electricity. 


A recent study published 
in the journal Nature 
speculated that a membrane 
made of graphene could be 
used to isolate protons (by 
their nature, electrically 
charged) from the hydrogen 
available in air. 

A fuel-cell vehicle could 
then be electrically driven, 
as all fuel-cell vehicles are, 
but without the cumber¬ 
some part of storing hydro¬ 
gen on board or requiring a 
complex refuelling infra¬ 
structure system. 

Industrious microbes 

Cloning ourselves or bring¬ 
ing back woolly mammoths 
and Neanderthals are just 
two of the fun things we 
might be able to do with 
further advances in genome 
mapping and manipulation. 

But George Church, 
one of world’s top genome 
experts, is particularly 
pumped about modifying 
microbes to create transpor¬ 
tation fuel. 

Microbes have already 
demonstrated that they 
are able to convert wasted 
carbon dioxide into usable 
fuels, but Church wants to 


modify them so they are 
super good at it, and easily 
replicated, so the conver¬ 
sion could be done on a 
grand and economical scale. 

“Making new petroleum 
should be as simple and 
straightforward as brewing 
beer,” he told The Econo¬ 


mist Technology Quarterly. 

Super-tough 
boron buckyballs 

Buckyball is the nick¬ 
name for a very interesting 
structure called buckmin- 
sterfullerene — a tiny mo¬ 
lecular structure made up of 


60 carbon atoms arranged in 
pentagons and hexagons. 

It was so named because 
the architect, Richard 
Buckminster Fuller, used 
these shapes for his famous 
domes, like the one he 
created for Expo ’67 in 
Montreal. 


First discovered in 1985, 
the carbon buckyballs 
excited scientists, because 
they are hollow inside, 
super stable on the outside, 
and very tiny. 

Last summer, researchers 
built the first ever bucky¬ 
ball made entirely of boron 
molecules. 

Unlike their carbon 
counterparts, the boron 
buckyballs like to react with 
each other and other things. 

This means they can be 
connected in chains and 
would bond with hydrogen, 
which had the research¬ 
ers speculating they might 
one day be used to store 
hydrogen. 

Hydrogen is tough to 
store because it is so light. It 
needs to be kept under pres¬ 
sure and condensed to be of 
any use as a transportation 
fuel, and that takes energy 
and a bulky infrastructure. 

Here’s hoping something 
incorporating boron bucky¬ 
balls becomes the fascinat¬ 
ing alternative — both for 
the triumph of science and 
for letting us say “boron 
buckyballs” out loud. 

It’s just more fun.

Jaguar may be working on an electrified vehicle destined to be called the EV-Type, sug¬ 
gests auto news website Motor Authority. The company recently registered the name 
EV-Type with the United States Patent and Trademark Office as well as in Europe. The 
registration was filed “for usage on motor land vehicles, among other applications.” 
Jaguar hasn’t confirmed plans for an electrified vehicle, but did come close to launching 
a plug-in hybrid supercar based on the C-X75 concept from 2010. Although never slated 
for production. Jaguar has said that the concept’s technology would be used in future 
models. It also revealed an XJ plug-in hybrid prototype in 2012.

Portable EV charger safer than it looks 

Your first impression of the Electric Vehicle Autono¬ 
mous Renewable Charger (EV ARC) from Envision 
Solar of San Diego, Calif, is that the self-contained EV 
charging and energy-storage system might be prone to 
high winds. But it can withstand gusts up to 190 km/h, 
the company says, in part because of its 5,000-kilogram 
weight. Powered by a canopy of photovoltaic cells, 
the apparatus also includes a battery pack and a steel 
base plate/anchor — on which the vehicle parks while 
charging — that makes up the bulk of that weight. So, 
although it is portable in a sense, it needs a truck to 
move it and sturdy hoists to load and unload it at either 
end of the move. 



student-built solar 
EV seats four and 
sends electricity 
back to the grid 

Students at the 
Eindhoven University of 
Technology in the 
Netherlands have built a 
solar-powered car that 
seats four people, meets 
Dutch crash test 
standards and produces 
more electricity in a year 
than it would consume in 
average daily use, thus 


sending excess power to 
the electrical grid. On a 
clear day when the sun is 
brightest, reports 
AutoWeek magazine, the 
car makes 1.4 kilowatts of 
electricity from the array 
of photovoltaic cells on its 
roof With two efficient 
motors driving the front 
wheels, a low cross-section 
for less wind resistance and 
tires said to be seven times 
easier to roll than 
traditional tires, it can 
travel at 70 km/h using 
only the electricity it 
makes from sunlight. 
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U.K. receives first Hyundai fuel-cell cars 

The first six Hyundai ix35 Fuel Cell cars for customers have arrived in the United 
Kingdom, continuing the Korean company’s global rollout of the first series-pro¬ 
duction hydrogen-fuelled car. They arrived just days after British business minister 
Matthew Hancock announced $20 million in government and industry funding to 
support hydrogen transport. The investment in the sector through 2015 will expand 
the U.K.’s nationwide hydrogen fuelling network, hopefully boosting consumer 
confidence and increasing public acceptance of hydrogen-fuel-cell vehicles. With 
no tail pipe emissions other than water, hydrogen is converted to electricity to run 
the electric drive motors. The ix35 (based on the Tucson) can travel more than 550 
kilometres before refuelling, which is a quick and easy process that’s much like 
refuelling a gas or diesel vehicle.

With Mirai arriving next summer, 
California builds hydrogen stations 

Honda will loan almost $14 million U.S. to First 
Element Fuels to help it build 12 new hydrogen 
fuelling stations in California, to serve upcoming 
hydrogen fuel-cell vehicles. The loan will be com¬ 
bined with grant money from the state, which 
has said it wants to have 100 hydrogen stations 
in place by 2020. Earlier this year. First Element 
received a loan of $7.3 million from Toyota, to 
help it build the first 19 stations. California’s 
energy commission gave the company almost 
$27 million earlier in 2014, part of almost $200 
million the state has pledged to the cause. One 
of the first such vehicles, the Toyota Mirai, goes 
on sale in California next summer.

• China will offer more tax breaks in a bid to get drivers 
buying electric vehicles, reports Reuters, but they will 
be limited largely to local brands. Starting in September, 
the government stopped levying sales tax on 17 plug-in 
models from 11 Chinese manufacturers.

• California governor Jerry Brown recently signed six new 
bills intended to encourage electric-car use through a 
combination of incentives and measures to make owner¬ 
ship easier. The legislation also grants solo drivers of 
electric cars access to the state's carpool lanes.

After almost a decade in hiatus, Ford may 
unveil its new GT model next month at Detroit show

Online. New K500 index 
tracks classic-car valnes 


Reports are growing that 2015 
could see the resurrection of 
an automotive legend and 
Ford’s return to the supercar 
market. 

After an absence of almost a 
decade. Ford is planning a new 
GT, and according to Road and 
Track magazine, it could make 
its debut as early as Januaiy 
2015 at the Detroit auto show. 

The last GT, which ceased 
production in 2006, was a 
modem interpretation of the 
iconic GT40, with modem Fer- 
rari-beating levels of perform¬ 
ance to boot. 

When it launched in 2004, 
demand far outstripped sup¬ 
ply. By the time Ford caught 
up, U.S. vehicle regulations 
had changed and the econ¬ 
omy stumbled, so the car only 
stayed in production for two 
years. 

The GT40, the car that in¬ 
spired the GT, was built in the 
1960s to challenge Ferrari’s 
dominance at Le Mans. In 1966, 
the car came first, second and 
third in the 24-hour race and 
also went on to win the race in 
1967, ’68 and ’69. 

With 2016 marking the 


50th anniversary of that break¬ 
through, the launch of the 
new GT would help Ford cele¬ 
brate the occasion — along 
with a track-focused version 
of the car to compete in that 
year’s race. 

As for what we could ex¬ 
pect from the new GT, it will 
have to match the same Ferrari 


nemesis if it is to ring tme to 
its iconic badge. 

So expect a mid-engine 
layout with a turbocharged 
or supercharged V8 making 
things happen. 

As for styling. Ford is likely 
to go with an evolution of the 
last GT rather than get revolu¬ 
tionary — the same approach 


that has made the new Mus¬ 
tang such a hit. 

One thing that does need 
to be improved significantly is 
the car’s fuel-tank capacity. 

Even when driven extreme 
ly carefully, the GT could only 
travel 120 kilometres before it 
needed refueUing.

SUVs and crossovers have 
never been in higher demand 
and the trend looks like it’s 
here to stay. But what is it 
about cars with a utilitarian 
vibe that is proving so popu¬ 
lar? 

Automotive trends don’t 
start or stop overnight. They 
start slowly then keep build¬ 
ing momentum year after 
year. A perfect example is the 
SUV crossover, where demand 
for cars with a utihtarian look 
but a refined feel seems to be 
showing no signs of abating. 

According to IHS Auto¬ 
motive, demand for cars that 
fall into the SUV segment is up 
88 per cent since 2008, which 
makes it the fastest-growing 
segment around the world. 

One in five new cars on

Driving much of that de¬ 
mand in Europe is the Nis¬ 
san Qashqai, which took just 
six years to achieve 2 million 
vehicles sold. 

But when there is so much 
choice on the market — from 
people carriers and coupes to 
luxury sedans, why are drivers 
gravitating towards vehicles 
like the Qashqai and its grow¬ 
ing list of competitors? 

Nissan’s Ian Tonkin says 
that, simply put, they of¬ 
fer owners the best of both 
worlds: “Modem crossovers 
and SUVs provide owners with 


enhanced space and practical¬ 
ity when compared to a C- or 
D-segment car,” he says. “In 
addition, a high-riding driving 
position gives drivers a good 
view of the road ahead. Cross¬ 
overs in particular also deliver, 
in some cases, greater efii- 
ciency than D-segment rivals, 
which is attractive to buyers.” 

In the U.S., the popularity 
of the crossover segment has 
been nothing short of remark¬ 
able. 

If IHS’s figures are broken 
down so that tme SUVs and 
crossovers are separated, then 
crossovers are currently out¬ 
selling SUVs and minivans 
combined in the U.S., second 
only to cars. 

But more traditional SUV 
sales are booming, too, and 
partly due to the fact that com¬ 
panies are making their latest 
models more comfortable, less 
agricultural and more fuel- 
efiicient.
